It la said that Prouatt's 15-year-old 
daughter has made a confession as to 
the actions of her father on March 29, 
1887, when there was a party at Frcra- 
nttfs house. The Knmutt girl tells of a 
strange and pretty young woman who 
was at the party, and her description 
tellies with that of the murdered girl. 
The authorities will neither deny nor 
affirm this story, but say that the ar- 
rest was miule upon evidence already 
In their possession, and that which they 
gained within a few hours previous to 
Frouatt'e arrest. 

The murder has been one of the fore- 
moat of New Jersey's "myateries," and 
the confession of Frouatt'a daughter, 
together with the evidence gained at 
the coroner's inquest itt the time, would 
fasten a strong chain of clrci 
about the prisoner.

"It la only within tho past four days 
that Mr. lilaine'a family has fully real- 
ize.1 that the sands of his life are 
rapidly running out At no period of 
his declining health for some time pact 
has Mr. ltlaine failed to appreciate 
that he waa stricken with a disease 
that must sooner or lately terminate 
fatally; but with a splendid cour- 
ag-e, characteristic of the man, 
ho has carefully guarded the secret from 
his family and performed his duties, 
public and private. Mr. Blaine's dis- 
ease Is of the kldneya Those organs 
being the weakest, become congested 
whenev.-r he takes cold. , Mr. Blaine is 
at present Buffering- from a cold con- 
tracted while out driving a few days 
ago. His throat and lungs are inces- 
santly a ffected. That which alarms hia 
family and friends most Is that upon the 
occurrence of every relapse, such as the 
one from which he la now suffering, hia 
vital powers show lesa and leas recuper- 
ative energy. 

"Aa a matter of fact, Mr. Blaine is 
growing weaker and weaker as the days 
go by. He is much emaciated as com- 
pare.

Until quite recently Mr. BJaine has not 
felt inclined to discuss the subject of 
death.

A plant of lithograph- 
er*' tool* and stones worth 93,000 were 
found, and Immense piles of bogus tick- 
ets were gathered up and carted away. 
Stangor was the only workman in 
charge of the plant, and his counter- 
feit* are perfect The agents of the 
Louisiana lottery claim he 1* the only 
man In the country who could do the 
work. Who was behind him Is not known. 
It is estimated by the Louisiana people 
that over 500,000 bogus ticket* have 
been turned out by Stanger, and all of 
them have been sold
